The air being filled with the fumes of 
chloroform, he at once suspected her 
and managed to secure a bottle of that liquid 
before she had succeeded in concealing it. 
He them attempted to remove her when she 
fell senseless im his arms, from the effects of 
the drug she bad taken. He procured assist- 
ance and the unfortunate girl was removed to 
the Armory. A physician was summoned just 
in time te save her life. For the past two or 
three days she has been confined to the wit- 
ness room, and every care and attention has 
been shown her which would tend to restere 
her to health.

SAD CASE OF SEDUCTION. 


Arrest of a Physician. 


Dr. Charles H. Stanley, a North Side physi- 
clan, who came to this city from Augusta, 
Ga., about year since, was arrested on Thars- 


day night upon the charge of seduction and | 


bastardy, preferred by one Mary Jane Houls- 
by, & girl of seventeen years of age, who 
charges upon oath that the Doctor is the father 
of ber unborn babe. 

It is al upon the part of the prosecu- 
tion that the tor became acqasinted with 
the girl while attending her father, resident io 
the West Division, during his iliness. This 
acquaintance ripened into an intimacy which 
finally led to her seduction, which occurred 
some months since, during « visit of the girl 
to bis office, to procure medicines. About six 
weeks ago the girl suddenly disappeared from 
ber father’s house. A search wae instituted 
by the femily, but without avail, until they 
had procured the services of detectives, who 
traced out the girl Ina house on Ontario 
strect. From her testimony it appears that 
her condition becoming more and more 
apparent daily, the Doctor sought ana 
opportunity, removed her to this 
house and procured an old woman to act in 
the capacity of an attendant and nurse. It is 
farther alleged that Stanley made frequent 
visite to her and had administered medicines, 


‘eight bottles of which were found in the 


room, and are tow undergoing analysis in the 
of a chemist. 

Stanley appeared before Justice Milliken 
yesterday, waived examination and gave bail 
in the sum of $700 for trial upon the charge of 
bastardy, Ald. Baragwanath becomiog his 
surety. Immediately upon his discharge he 
was re-arrested upon a capias issued from the 
Circuit Court upon a petition filed by the 
girl's father, who sucs for seduction, setting 
his damages at $20,000. Upon this change bail 
wes required in the sum of $5,000. 

The above are the « parte facts in the case 
as developed by. the prosecution. Of the na-

The present high price for gold is undoubtedly, 
in & measure, influenced by the passage in the 
House of the bill authorizing the issue of the 
$150,(09,000 of Demand Treasury Notes, fifty mil. 
lions of the amount to be in denominations of less 
than $5. The bill it is said will pass the Senate, 
There ie no doubt that the banks fear 
this issue. It muet have a tendency to greatly re- 
strict and depopularize their own circulation. The 
people feel a security in government iseues which 
they never can feel in the uncertain bank issues 
from all parts of the country, and they are in favor 
of a National currency to the exclasion of these 
bank issues. We can see that it is only bankers 
who issue unlimited promises to pay, money deal! 
ers, and some capitalists, who are opposed to it. 
As to this fact, there can be but one opiaion on the 
part of those who are in a position to judge the 
sentiment of the maeses. As we have said above, 
the high price of gold is the frait of a paaic created 
by the bankers in anticipation of injury to their 
operations by the intended issne of Treasury 
Notes, cepecially of a small denomination. Upon 
thie question we find a communication in the 
Philadelphia Press which takes our view of it.
